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Mayone Proposes 


County-Wide 
Police Agency

KINGSTON 


Ulster County Sheriff Thomas F. Mayone today proposed 


doing away with all town and village police departments in 
Ulster County and incorporating the police officers in- those 
departments into the Ulster County Sheriffs Department. 


Mayone explained at a press conference today that the 


county-wide police department he is proposing would be 
funded initially by having tax revenues collected to run 
individual police departments turned into the county, which 
could purchase equipment and supplies in quantity to avoid 
costly purchasing practices. 


According to the sheriff, through the establishment of a 


county-wide police department, the taxpayers would get 
increased police protection "with little or no increase in local 
taxes." 


The county-wide police department, which would result in 


the elimination of police departments in 17 towns and three 
villages in the county, would also avoid the duplication of 
services which currently occurs and would make for more 
efficient police services throughout the county, Mayone sug- 
gested. 


Mayone said his proposal would not affect the state police 


in Ulster County. "We would still be working as we are now 
in cooperation with them," he said. 


It also would not initially affect the Kingston Police Depart- 


ment, Mayone indicated, explaiming that he has not fully 
explored the aspects of his proposal in regard to the Kingson 
Police Department. 


The sheriff said two townships (Shandaken and Marbletown) 


have already indicated full acceptance of the proposal and 80 
per cent acceptance by the town board has been shown in the 
Town of Saugerties. 


Mayone said his proposal would include having 45 police 


vehicles used in towns and villages in the county turned over 
to the sheriffs department as well as the $1,160,138 currently 
being spent on local police departments. The manpower of the 
individual departments (126 part-time officers and 67 full-time 
men) would all be incorporated into the sheriffs department, 
with the total of 193 men being used full-time. 


Mayone said he rejects the idea of a county-wide police 


department separate from the sheriffs department because he 
"would rather have someone elected by the people than 
appointed by the politicians" to head the department and 
because a separate county-wide police system would be far too 
costly and would be "a burdensome duplication of existing 
services." 


He cited the increase in crime and population which is taking 


place as major reasons for the need for a county-wide police 
department. 


A Cold Shoulder 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Egyptian President Anwar el 


Sadat will get an official cold shoulder from the city 
Thursday during his visit to New York for an address 
before the United Nations. 


Mayor Abraham Beame said Monday he refused a 


State Department request to greet Sadat, first Egyptian 
head of state to pay an official visit to the United States. 


(< "New York is a city of ethnic variety," Beame said. 
"I owe it to all of the groups who make up our city to 
speak out in their name against those who would see 
them maligned in a world forum. 


"I believe it would be an act of hypocrisy on my part 


to participate in any welcoming ceremony with any chief 
of state who has been party to the United Nations 
resolution which seeks to revive a new form of racism 
as a substitute for the principles of understanding and 
peaceful negotiations upon which this world body was 
formed," he said.

taken off the machine which keeps her alive, prosecutor 
Donald Collestor says, the horror would just begin. 


"Evil has very small beginnings," Collestor told the court 


Monday in summation at the "right to die" trial. "When 
the quality of life replaces the sanctity of life, I fear evil has 
a beginning." 


Karen, 21, has been in a coma since April 14 when, 


according to friends, she mixed alcohol with tranquilizers at 
a birthday party. 


Her parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, say the best part 


of life has passed her by, that she has suffered irreversible 
brain damage and that she lives in a chronic vegetative 
state. 


They want to remove' her from the respirator and let her 


die. 


Judge Robert Muir Jr., 43, who describes himself as "an 


ordinary human being with ordinary thoughts and emo- 
tions," now must decide whether Karen can be allowed to 
"die in dignity," as her adoptive parents have asked. 


He said Monday he expected to rule in the case within 


10 days to two weeks. 


Prisoners Released 


ATLANTA (UPI) - "They just came and got me," laid 


Dairyl Coleman, who was serving his final year on a 
three-year sentence for burglary. "I just couldn't believe 
it." 


Coleman, an inmate at the Georgia Industrial Institute 


at Alto, was one of 340 Georgia prison inmates released 
Monday under an order by the state Pardons and Parole 
Board cutting one year off the sentences of nonviolent 
offenders to relieve severe overcrowding in the state's 
prisons. 


Unlike many of the mostly young inmates passing 


through the Greyhound Bus Station on their way home, 
Coleman said he had a job awaiting him. 


"I'm a welder, I start work tomorrow with the Atlanta 


transit system," said Coleman, who learned welding 
while in prison. 


Jerry. Garrett, 25, of Rome, Ga. was like many of the 


freed inmates — he will have to go job hunting. 


"I'll do anything — except burglary," he said. "I'm out 


of that business now."

"I've been criticized for vari- 


ous actions over the years, and 
I may not have been right 100 
per cent of the time, but I have 
not been dishonest and I have 
not betrayed the voters' 
trust," Town of Ulster Super- 
visor Carmine Sabino said to- 
day. 


"I have always cared about 


the people in this town—it's 
my town, too," the Republican 
incumbent said. "It's my life- 
long home, and even wild 
animals don't sully their own 
nests."

January, 1970, Sabino said he 
began work on plans for senior 
citizen housing, the sewer dis-

insure the best possible ser- 
vices for town residents, must 
devote a great deal of thought, 
energy and time to the future 
of his township," Sabino said. 


"Efficiency saves taxpayers 


money—immediately and over 
the long haul. We therefore 
had to consolidate town offices 
which had been scattered all 
over the town. (The new town 
hall) is beautiful, but more 
importantly, it is functional. It 
makes for efficient working 
conditions and efficient em- 
ployes. And only 598,000 re- 
mains to be paid off over a 
five-year period. 


"The town now has about 60 


full-time employes. They have 
earned and have been given 


pay raises, and the 
town 


furnishes them a full hospi- 
talization plan. I am proud of 
this."

Mayoral Candidates Debate on Firemanics

KINGSTON 


"They have to get on that truck once in awhile." 
Jerry Narducci, moderator of last night's mayoral debate on 


the Kingston Fire Department, was talking about the ancient 
attraction of firemanics: the call to service. 


Some of the volunteers in Kingston say they aren't being 


called anymore and that's the problem. 


The problems of the volunteers versus the paid department 


—collectively known as "the Kingston Fire Department" but 
often at odds during the last three years or so—were given a 
thorough airing at the J. Watson Bailey Junior High School 


debate between Mayor Francis R. Koenig (Democratic incum- 
bent) William K. Darling (Republican) and Bernard Singer 
(Conservative). About 30 persons attended. 


Koenig initially let it be known that he would be unable to 


attend due to a previous commitment. Koenig was able to 
rearrange his schedule to permit a brief—about two minutes 
—address after which he turned it over to his running mate, 
Alderman-at-Large T. Robert Gallo for the question and answer 
period. Koenig's previous commitment? A contract negotiating 
session with the paid fire department at City Hall. 


Koenig, in his address, noted that his administration hud 


"zealously safeguarded" the fire protection of the residents. He 
noted the new equipment purchased since he took office almost 
six years ago (upwards of 5400,000 worth) and finished In- 
stating, "As long as I'm mayor there will be one fire department 
made up of paid men and volunteers working as a cohesive 
unit." 


That statement failed to prevent criticism from Koenig's two 


opponents, who both charged him with lack of leadership for 
allowing the divisions between paids and vols to reach the point 
of open warfare. "Controversy has no part in the safety of the 


city," Curling declared. Singer spoke along the same lines, 
stating that Koenig could have alleviated much of the con- 
troversy by acting as mediator. 


The volunteers, however, were interested in specific proposals 


to solve some of their problems. 


They pictured themselves as under almost constant attack 


from the paid men and their union, aided and abetted by City 
Hall. They say that under a new system instituted by former 
Chief Robert Maines two years ago, the volunteers are not 
called out on first alarms. "We have great difficulty with 
communications down there," said Charles Reese of Wiltwyck 
Hose No. 1. "We can't get equipment fixed. Everything down 
there is operated according to the rules of the firemen's union." 


Narducci noted that training of the volunteers was inade- 


quate and that the> weren't called to participate in the recent 
"Mock disaster" training at Benedictine Hospital where other 
emergency agencies were called out. 


There was a call for a deputy fire chief for volunteer 


firemanics, but what the volunteers really want is a friend at 
City Hall. "In any community where you have a strong 
volunteer fire force, you have an administration behind it in 
an activist way," Narducci said.

REX STOUT 


Author Dead 


DANBURY, Conn. (UPI) - "I was a storyteller," author Rex 


Stout once told an interviewer. "I was not a great writer." 


Stout created the rotund detective character Nero Wolfe in 


1934, and wrote 46 Wolfe mysteries that sold 45 million copies 
in 22 languages. 


Stout died Monday. He was 88. 
His daughter, Barbara Selleck, said he died at Highmeadow, 


the house he built 45 years ago on 58 acres of hillside straddling 
the Connecticut-New York State border. 


Stout, who was also responsible for setting up the school 


banking system in 400 cities throughout the country, was 
nothing like his fictional detective. 


Wolfe hates exercise and has a hot temper; Stout was agile 


and affable. Wolfe likes gourmet cooking and insists on it; 
Stout, too, liked good food, but wouldn't refuse a hot dog. 


Stout began his last work on a chilly afternoon in mid- 


November 1974. 


"I never write in the summer," said Stout. "I'll start one on 


November 19th at 4 o'clock. It'll probably be finished the 
middle of January. Come out in the middle of June, something 
like that. Provided I'm alive — I could die, good God, I'm 87 
years old. In fact, if I didn't want more than my share, I'd have 
died quite a while ago." 


His last book, another Wolfe mystery, "A Family Affair," was 


published last month. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


Statue of Liberty is 89 years 
old today. 


The last rivet was driven 


into the statue, celebrated in 
Emma Lazarus' poem, on Oct. 
28, 1896. The lady with her 
lamp held high has greeted the 
millions entering New York 
Harbor ever since.

Alsatian sculptor Frederic 
Auguste Bartholdi, as usual 
had a birthday party.

land today. The occasion was 
marked by the Auxiliary' of the 
National Veterans of Foreign 
Wars.

"I'm just as thrilled today 


when I see the statue as I was 
15 years ago," said Mrs. But- 
ler, past president of the Aux- 
iliary, who said she has seen 
many of the world's famous 
sights. 


"They don't have anything 


to compare to our freedoms 
symbolized by Miss Liberty," 
she said of the 450,000-pound 
statue that arrived in 214 
packing crates on the steam- 
ship Isere from Rouen, France, 
in June of 1885.

Middleman's Share 
Drops in Food Prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


The middleman's share of the 
consumer's dollar for a market 
basket of food decreased 3.2 
cents in August to the lowest 
level for the year, the Agricul- 
ture Department says. 


The farm-retail spread, 


which covers the costs for as- 
sembling, processing, trans- 
porting and distributing the 
market basket of foods, 
dropped 2.8 per cent from 
August to September. But the 
farm-retail spread in Septem- 
ber still was 3.4 per cent wider 
than in September, 1974. 


The sharpest spread de- 


creases came for beef, pork, 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Moderate decreases also were 
recorded for poultry, eggs and 
processed fruits and vegeta- 


bles. 


The department's Economic 


Research Service said returns 
to farmers for market basket 
foods increased 2.2 per cent 
from August to September. 
The farmer's share of a dollar 
spent in retail food stores for 
farmoriginated food was 44.3 
cents in September compared 
with 43.1 cents in August.

In 
other words, here it is folks— 
we have S350,000-not our 
money, but 'taxpayers' mon- 
ey'. Let's use it fast before we 
lost it! So in a quick grand- 
stand play—with little or no

Mexican Connection 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The "French Connection" has 


been disconnected and heroin is now coming into the United 
States mainly from Mexico, according to an analysis by the 
Drug Enforcement Administration. 


Its study released Monday said during the first six months 


of this year, 90 per cent of the samples of confiscated heroin 
in 13 cities were processed in Mexico. 


In 1972, only 40 percent of street heroin was the "Mexican 


brown" variety, so-called because of its impurities. For 1973 
and 1974, the figures rose to 63 and 76 per cent. 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., who released the report he 


asked for, said it ""confirms the virtual severing of the 
'French Connection'." Only 2 per cent of confiscated heroin 
analyzed between January and June came from Europe or 
the Near East compared to 44 per cent in 1972. 


The "French Connection" described the movement of 


heroin from European poppy fields to. American streets. 


"In many ways the current situation is more difficult to 


control than in the days of the now dormant 'French 
Connection'," Percy wrote in letters to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and Attorney General Edward Levi. He 
urged them to take immediate diplomatic action "to dam 
up thi? international stream polluted with deadly granules 
of brown heroin." 


Among the 13 cities where illegal heroin was analyzed by 


narcotics agents, nine had a greater percentage of the drug 
coming from Mexico this year; three had slightly less, and 
in Chicago all the heroin during both periods was coming 
from Mexico. 


— In Boston, 100 per cent of the confiscated samples came 


from Mexico, up from 50 per cent in 1974. 


— In New York City, 83 per cent of the samples were 


Mexican-processed and 10 per cent European-processed in 
the first half of 1975. Last year, 21 per cent of the samples 
were Mexican and 67 per cent European. 


— For Philadelphia, 83 per cent were Mexican and none 


European this year, up from 50 per cent Mexican and 17 
per cent European last year. 


Mexican-processed heroin also has established itself for 


the first time in the Pacifi^ Northwest, replacing heroin from 
Southeast Asia, Percy said. In Seattle, 87 per cent of the 
samples were Mexican processed and 13 per cent Southeast 
Asian-processed compared with 56 and 39 per cent in 1974. 


Other cities where higher percentages of confiscated heroin 


are from Mexico this year: Baltimore, Detroit, New Orleans, 
Kansas City and Los Angeles. Slightly less of the heroin 
supply came from Mexico in Miami, Dallas and Denver.

The sources said the idea of 


declaring the 82-year-old 
strongman incapacitated and 
transfering his powers to the 
prince permanently was aban- 
doned because the tenacious 
ruler — thought to be on his 
deathbed Friday — was re- 
covering. 


It was felt a permanent 


transfer — opposed by Franco 
even when he was so ill he 
could barely speak — may 
damage Franco's chances of 
recovery and give the new 
Spanish chief of state a bad 
start, the sources said. 


A government official said 


"the machine of the state can- 
not stop suddenly," and some- 
one has to sign laws and 
decrees. 


The latest medical bulletin 


issued by the Franco's team of 
doctors said the generalissimo 
spent "a restful and un- 
eventful night" with "no inci- 
dent" since the previous bul- 
letin Monday night. 


Sources at El Pardo palace, 


where Franco has lain ill since 
his first major heart attack a 
week ago, said his temperature 
and heartbeat were normal. 


Dr. Carlos Pisaca Marquez, 


head of the heart department 
of Madrid's Central Red Cross 
Hospital, told reporters "it is 
possible that the chief of state 
will. recover, although chances 
are not high that it would be 
a complete recovery." 


Government sources said the 


governm3nt can delegate 
Franco's powers temporarily to 
the prince under Article 11 of 
the 1967 constitution, which 
says, "During the absence of 
the head of state from the 
national territory or in case of 
his ill health, his functions 
shall be assumed by the heir to 
the crown."

Spada for Reelection 


This year's race for Ulster County Clerk has 


incumbent 
Republican Albert Spada opposing 


Democrat Lewis C. Kirschner and Conservative 
William Hegeman. 


The Freeman unequivocally endorses Spada for a 


fourth three-year term. 


Kirschner, who declined to run again for the 


County Legislature after six years on that board, 
has based his campaign on Spada's "dual role" as 
.County Clerk and chairman of the County Re- 
publican committee. 


Kirschner suggests that Spada's "dual role" might 


have been indirectly responsible for the $13,000 in 
checks and cash receipts stolen from a Motor 
Vehicles Bureau safe last spring, a crime still 
unsolved. 


Spada claims the "dual role" argument has been 


dredged up by political opponents since 1969, the 
year he was elected GOP chairman. 


He disavows any personal liability in the Motor 


Vehicle theft and states the matter is still under 


• investigation by state police officials. 


Kirschner has also been critical of Spada over 


hiring practices. The Democratic challenger charges 
that Spada has retained a strong power base 
because he has used his influence as party chairman 
to obtain jobs for relatives and/or friends, whether 
or not they are qualified. 


The Freeman feels that despite the charges made 


against Spada, he has conducted the operation oi 
this most important office in a professional manner, 
has hired a staff of experts in the motor vehicle 
department and should be returned for three more 
•years. 


Improvements made in the county registrar's 


office, including the use of advance microfilming 
techniques to record deeds, mortgages and other 
vital papers have been done under Spada's super- 
vision. 


In his nine years as County Clerk, Spada has been ' 


in charge of an operation that has increased more 
.than three times in gross business. The staff, 
however, has been increased from 11 to only 18 
people. 


Kirschner, who during his three terms as member 


of the County Legislator, from the Esopus-Rosen- 
dale district, was one of the vocal critics of the 
Republican party, has waged a strenuous campaign. 
His candidacy is in sharp contrast to the county 
Democrats three years ago, when they didn't even 
bother to mominate a candidate against the GOP's 
top vote-getter. 


Hegeman, the third candidate in this year's race, 


is not actively campaigning. His nomination was 
challenged by the Conservatives and he claims this 
challenge cut into his campaign time. Hegeman has 
offered no program and did not participate in the 
series of debates waged by Spada and Kirschner.

WASHINGTON—The late J. Edgar Hoover, in his zeal to 


protect his beloved FBI, engineered a coverup 12 years ago to 
keep the Warren Commission from learning about the ties 
between FBI agent James Hosty and assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 


The formidable Hoover, whose bulldog visage had become a 


national symbol of law and order, intervened personally when 
the Warren Commission began to zero in on Hosty. 


Now, 12 years later, Hosty has admitted destroying a 


threatening note, which Oswald delivered to the FBI office in 


Dallas a few days before shooting President John F. Kennedy. 
The note threatened to blow up the FBI office and Dallas police 
headquarters if Hosty didn't stop bothering his wife. 


The FBI should have notified the Secret Service that Oswald, 


a misfit who had threatened violence, was in the Dallas area. 
The Secret Service routinely would have checked his where- 
abouts during the presidential visit. This might have saved 
President Kennedy's life. 


When the FBI learned that a suspect named Lee Harvey 


Oswald had been picked up, Hosty reminded his boss, Gordon 
Shanklin, that he had been handling the Oswald case, Shanklin

telephoned the Dallas police and asked whhether Hosty could 
participate in the interrogation. 


Hosty later questioned Oswald at police headquarters. 


Oswald, who had been outwardly calm, suddenly became 
agitated. "I know you!" he shouted. "I know you! You re the 
one who accosted my wife twice!" 
. 


The incident passed, however, without any mention ot tne 


threatening letter. Hosty also confided to a friend 0.1 the Dal as 
police force, Lt. Jack Revill, that the FBI had a file on Oswald. 
Revill repeated the conversation to a superior who ordered him 
to put it in writing. 


Special Agent Hosty related to this officer..." wrote Revill, 


"that the Federal Bureau of Investigation was aware of the 
subject (Oswald) and that they had information that this 
subject was capable of committing the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy." 
., 


Hoover was furious when he learned of Hosty s loose talk. 


According to confidential notes taken at the time, the grizzled 
FBI chief complained that Hosty had "diarrhea of words. But 
the old man, nevertheless, sought to cover up the FBIs 
embarrassment. 


On December 23,1963, the FBI gave the Warren Commission 


a summary of Oswald's notebook. The summary conveniently 
omitted the fact that Hosty's name, telephone and license tag 
had been in the notebook. 


The commission found out about the omission and demanded 


an explanation. On Jan. 27, 1964, Hoover acknowledged that 
Hosty's name had been in the notebook. 


The G-man also gava what purported to be a full account 


of the FBI's contacts with Oswald. The last contact, he 
reported, had been on Aug. 10, 1963. "We did not interview 
Oswald in Dallas, Texas, or in Irving, Texas, prior to the 
assassination of President Kennedy," Hoover added. 


Interestingly, he used the word "our" to describe the last 


contact with the FBI. But on February 6, in a sworn affidavit, 
Hoover changed the wording in a curious way. He swore that 
Oswald had no contact with FBI "agents" after August 10, 
1963. 


It is now known, of course, that Oswald appeared at the FBI 


office in Dallas only a few days before the assassination. At that 
time, just as Hoover said, he did not speak with any FBI 
"agents." But he spoke with an FBI receptionist, who passed 
on'his threatening note to the agents. 


It is impossible to know whether the late FBI chief subtly 


switched the word "our" to "agents" in order to hide his 
knowledge of Oswald's violent threat. 


But in a later letter to the Warren Commission, dated April 


6,1964, Hoover stated categorically: "I wish to emphasize that 
the facts available to the FBI concerning Lee Harvey Oswald 
prior to the assassination did not indicate in any way that he 
was or would be a threat to President Kennedy." 


The truth is, of course, that the FBI had received dramatic 


evidence less than a week before the assassination that Oswald 
was violence-prone. 


On April 24, the Dallas Morning News reported Hosty had 


told the Dallas police lieutenant, Jack Revill, that the FBI 
knew Oswald was "capable" of assassinating the President. 


Hoover immediately sent word to the Warren Commission 


that the story was "false" and followed up three days later with 
a personal letter delivered by courier. 


Special Agent Hosty unequivocally denies ever having made 


the statement as quoted in this article..." declared the FBI 
director. 


"Special Agent Hosty points out that prior to the assassina- 


tion of President John Fitzgerald Kennedy, he never had any 
information indicating potential violence on the part of Lee 
Harvey Oswald." 


There's more to Hoover's great coverup which we'll report in 


a future column. 


On The Right 


Nearing 50 
Just Call Me Bill

Very soon I will be 50, a 


datum I do not expect will 
rouse the statisticians or re- 
vive the fireworks industry. 
Fifty, and left with a problem 
that keeps . . . changing, as 
you grow older. It is, of course, 
the first name problem. 


My inclinations on the mat- 


ter have always been formal. 
In part this was a matter of 


inheritance. I grew up mister- 
ing people, and discovered, af- 
ter I was fully grown (if indeed 
that has yet really happened) 
that in continuing to do so, I 
was bucking a trend of sorts: 
the obsessive1 egalitarian fa- 
miliarity which approaches a 
raid on one's privacy. 


So on reaching 30, I made a 


determined effort to resist. 
Even now, on the television 
program Firing Line, I refer 
even to those guests I know 
intimately as "Mr. Burnham," 
or "Governor Reagan," or 
"Senator Goldwater." (This 
rule I simply had to break on 
introducing Senator Buckley, 
but the departure from the 
habit was stylistically trouble- 
some.) The effort, I thought, 
was worthwhile—a small 
gesture against the convention 


that required you to refer to 
Professor Mortimer Applegate 
as "Mort" five minutes after 
you have met. Jack Paar 
would have called Socrates 
"Soc." 


I came on two difficulties. 


The first was the public situ- 
ation in which mistering some- 
body was plainly misun- 
derstood. Or, if understood at 
all, taken as an act of social 
condescension. For a couple of 
years I would refer, on his 
program, to "Mr. Carson." In 
due course I discovered that 
the audience thought -1 was 
trying to put on an act: Mr. 
Carson does not exist in Amer- 
ica. Only Johnny does. 


The second problem, as one 


grows older, lies in the creep- 
ing suspicion of people a little 


older than oneself that your 
use of the surname is intended 
to accentuate an exiguous age 
difference. If you are 18 and 
the other man is 28, you can, 
for a while, call him Mr. Jones 
without giving offense. But if 
you are 40 and he is 50 and you 
call him Mr. Jones, he is likely 
to think that you are rubbing 
in the fact of his relative sene- 
scence. 


The complement of that 


problem, which I fear more 
than anything except rat- 
tlesnakes 
and 
detente, 
is 


trying to be One of the Boys. 
"Just call me Bill," to the 
roommate of your son at col- 
lege, is in my judgment an 
odious effort to efface a chron- 
ological interval as palpable as 
the wrinkles on my face, and 


the maturity of my judgment. 


On the other hand, one has 


to struggle to avoid stuffiness: 
so I arrived, for a while, at the 
understanding that I was Mis- 
ter to everyone under the age 
of 21, or thereabouts, and only 
then, cautiously, Bill. It is a 
sub-problem how to break the 
habit. Here I made a sub-rule: 
that I would invite younger 
people to call me "Bill" exact- 
ly one time. If thereafter they 
persisted in using the sur- 
name, well that was up to 
them: a second, redundant 
gesture on my part could be 
interpreted as pleading with 
them to accept me as an 
archeological equal. 


My bias, on the whole, con- 


tinued in the direction of a 
tendency to formality, so in

WASHINGTON-The Lords of Financial Crea- 


tion arrived at the New Senate Office Building in 
a string of limousines. Ellmore C. Patterson of 
Morgan Guaranty Trust, David Rockefeller of the 
Chase Manhattan, Walter VVriston of First National 
City Bank and A. W. Clausen of the Bank of 
America. The chairman of the Banking Committee, 
Sen. William Proxmire, estimated that between 
them they controlled $250 billion. 


Protocol required Abs Beame to speak first. To 


prop up this homunculus of a mayor who has lost 
all the functions of his office save the ceremonial 
ones, he had Moon Landrieu, the mayor of New 
Orleans, on one side and Kenneth Axelson, the vice 
president of J. C. Penney, on the other. Axelson is 
the financial viceroy who has been installed as 
deputy mayor of New York by the banker coup 
d'etat to run the city. 


The little mayor confessed his humiliation. He 


told how he'd squeezed his people to pay the 
bankers, how he'd upped the price of everything 
from subway fares to marriage licenses, how he'd 
given away the powers of the office the voters had 
conferred on him, and how neither he nor his people 
had anything left to give but still the bankers 
wanted more. 


He didn't know how much more, but New York 


needed a lot more so he could pay off the bankers 
which would then enable him to go back to the 
bankers and borrow more. Yes, he said, he wants the 
Federal loan guarantee so he can go back and do it 
again. To make his case he spoke about "sugar mills 
in Brazil" and "locomotives in Mexico" and then 
asked, "Would the French abandon Paris?" 


But neither he nor Moon Landrieu, there in his 


capacity as head of the U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
could supply a convincing set of reasons why the 
City should not be allowed to go into default. 
Services will be cut more drastically, more people 
will be thrown off the payroll if the City doesn't 
defmilt than if it does. 


Ignoring that, New York's own Sen. Jacob Javits 


reversed the facts and resorted to blackmail. In case 
of default, he suggested, the City would have to cut 
its welfare payments so that the recipients would 
move to Alburquerque, N.M. Proxmire felicitated 
the two mayors on their presentations and told them 
if they were nominated at the Democratic conven- 
tion next year, the Party would have a "Moon- 
Beame ticket." 


It was that sort of lunatic day. People pleading 


for billions of dollars with nobody able to say exactly 
how much or why. The head of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency and the vice-chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, all of them testified that by every meas- 
urement they knew a default by New York City 
would have a seriously adverse effect on fewer than 
50 small banks scattered around the country and, 
with a little help, they would probably get through. 


The Lords of Financial Creation got to the hearing 


room at 10 in the morning, but they didn't get on 
stage until two-thirty in the afternoon. No matter 
who you are, you have to stand in line and wait when 
you're asking for a handout. 


The delay gave us a chance to study them, and 


it's true, bankers do wear stripes. David Rockefeller 
didn't though. He was in an almost scruffy brown 
suit which, somebody said, -he paid a public rela- 
tions man $200,000 a year to advise him to wear. Age 
has begun to give this symbol of plutocracy a 
pronounced stoop shoulder and that with his reedy 
voice, bony features and habit of cocking his head 
to one side makes him look like a whining, ingratiat- 
ing, countinghouse miser. Shades of his grandfather, 
but the Rockefeller name does intimidate. We had 
him there for hours, and I didn't see one of us 
newsies dare to go over and ask him the questions 
we should have. 


The senators asked some good questions, though, 


for which the bankers had but limp answers. They 


contradicted the Littlest Mayor and said the Feder- 
al money should be used not to make New York City 
bonds salable but to clear them off the market 
entirely. On the question of default, they not only 
admitted the prophecies of disaster were highly 
speculative, but several also conceded they didn't 
believe the much-predicted catastrophe would oc- 
cur. No one volunteered to explain who'd gotten to 
the Chancellor of West Germany and some of the 
others who've issued statements whipping this 
hysteria up. 


On the question of why they had facilitated 


billions worth of bad loans to the City, Wriston of 
Citibank, said, "We guessed wrong." And Patterson 
of Morgan excused his poor business judgment by 
saying, "The whole system was designed so that 
nobody could find out." In other words the Littlest 
Mayor tricked 'em. Abe, the petit shlepper of public 
administration, this simple tool had outwitted 
them. 


For those who find the bankers' explanation a 


trifle disingenuous, there are more plausible theories 
as to what's going on: The bankers' aren't fighting 
for their lives, but for their profits, and because they 
fear default may cause others to sue them for their 
part in handling this bad paper. 


Hence the suspicion grows that the Democrats are 


being set up for a monumental swindle. The script 
is as follows: When the New York City Ponzi game 
collapsed last fall, the bankers went to the White 
House for a bailout; the White House said im- 
possible unless the public can be convinced this 
isn't welfare aid for the Rockefellers, after which 
came the campaign to trick the Democrats into 
believing the bailout is to save the economy and 
help the poor. The end of the script has Congress 
passing the bailout with Ford "reluctantly" signing 
it under terrible pressure from Nelson and the 
liberals. 


If they do it. that's how they'll pull off The Great 


Banker Robbery. 


the last few years I made a 
determined effort to overcome 
it, wherein I came across my .

I suppose, though, that at 


50, the problem becomes eas- 
ier in respect of the 25-year- 
olds. At 70, it will be easier 
still. Well before then, I hope 
to be abie to address Margaret, 
I mean Mrs. Thatcher, as 
Madame Prime Minister.

"In New York State, a per- 


son using 1,000 kilowatt hours 
per month paid an average of 
three cents per kilowatt hour 
while a person using 100 kilo- 
watt hours per month paid 
over six cents per kilowatt 
hours. Under that sort of a rate 
structure, the residential user 
is the victim of social in- 
justice," Hinchey declared. 


Under the lifeline concept, 


already in effect in California 
where it has saved consumers 
more than $100 million, units 
of power used above the min- 
imum basic allowance (MBA) 
would be priced incrementally 
higher. "This would allow the 
utilities to recover the revenue 
lost in the MBA category in 
the higher use categories," 
Hinchey said. 


"The last point is impor- 


tant," 
Hinchey 
continued. 


"When we saved power during 
the Arab embargo we were told 
by the utilities that conserva- 
tion had led to revenue defi- 
ciencies which had to be re- 
couped so they went to the 
Public Service Commission 
and got rate increases. Under 
lifeline as currently defined by 
the assembly research staff, 
these deficiences would not 
occur and the utilities would 


have no justification for re- 
questing higher rates as 
before," Hinchey said. 


Thus, Hinchey concludes 


that the lifeline concept would 
also help the electric power 


industry stabilize its rate 
structure in the face of con- 
tinually rising costs. 


He noted that during the 


period from 1960 to 1969 there 
were only five rate increase

Pete Rose and Friends

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pete Rose remem- 


bers his first year with Cincinnati, how this 
well-meaning individual took him aside, 
where there was no danger of them being 
overheard, and told him he shouldn't be 
associating with the black players so much, 
it might hurt his career. 


"Whadd'ya talkin' abouf" countered the 


Reds' rookie. "They're the only ones who 
treat me half-decent." 


The only reason this comes up at all now 


was because someone asked Pete Rose 
whether he'd be interested in managing 
some day. 


"I'd love to be a manager some day," said 


Cincinnati's switch-hitting third baseman, 
presented with a new automobile by Sport 
Magazine Monday for being named the Most 
Valuable Player in the World Series. "I like 
to manage a team like we have." 


"Who wouldn't?" a newsman needled 


Rose. 


"No, I don't think you understand what I 


mean," Pete Rose said. "The reason I'd like 
managing a team like we have is not only 
because we have ballplayers with so much 
talent but because of the way we all get along 
together. Especially the blacks and the 
whites on the team. I honestly think that has 
a whole lot to do with our success. 


"You know, when we were up in Boston I 


was reading about all the trouble the people 
were having there with busing, and when 
some of our players are traded away they 
come back and tell us of all the problems 
they have over on the other clubs. We don't 
have any of that on our club," Pete Rose 
went on. 


"You've never seen other teams get along 


like our team. You don't go into our 
clubhouse and see five blacks sitting by 
themselves in one corner and five whites in 
another. What you see in our clubhouse is 
the way it's supposed to be— everybody 
together. I think people make too big a deal 
out of blacks and whites. I'm not trying to 
straighten out the country, but I wish these 
white people who don't like blacks and these 


black people who don't like whites could 
come into our lounge where our wives wait 
for us and see Tony Pere?' kids, Ken 
Griffey's kids or m> kids piaymg together 


"My little boy, Pete, is five. Tony has two 


boys and his youngest, Eduardo, is about the 
same age as my boy. Every night my wife. 
Karolyn, has to call Tony's wife, Pituka, 
because my little boy wants to dress the 
same way Eduardo does to go to the game.'' 


"I have a restaurant in Cincinnati, and 


you know what my little boy told me the 
other day?" Pete Rose said. "He told me 'I 
wish Tony Perez owned our resturant.' I 
asked him why? 'So Eddie and Victor could 
eat with us every day,' he said. I'll tell you 
this much: I'd do anything in the world for 
Tony Perez; I'd do anything in the world for 
Joe Morgan. I dunno, maybe I was brought 
up different. I went to school together with 
blacks and whites and my father and mother 
taught me to treat everybody equally. Re- 
ligion makes no more difference to me than 
race or nationality I don't care what religion 
a person is, Jewish, Catholic, Protestant or 
whatever, so long as he or she is a decent 
human being. My lawyer is Jewish and so is 
my accountant. You've heard that saying, 
haven't you9 'Roses are reddish and violet? 
are blueish, if it wasn't for Christmas, we'd 
all be Jewish '" 


Pete Rose laughed He looks much vounger 


than 34 when he laughs. 


Generally, it is open house at Pete Rose's 


home for his friends, and he doesn't have an 
enemy in the world 


Ballplayers from other clubs frequently 


visit Pete Rose because they like him. 
Players like Larry Bowa, Greg Luzinski, 
Dusty Baker and Ralph Garr are only a few- 
he has had over for dinner. On the road, he 
has been a gu^st at their homes as well. 


Funny thing about Pete Rose. During 


working hours, the only people he considers 
his friends are those wearing the same 
uniform. 


After working hours, he makes no distinc- 


tion. All ballplayers are the same to him 
They are all friends of Pete Rose, and they re 
all welcome at his house. 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Fran Tarkenton merely was trying to 


beat the clock and his ploy turned into a game-winning 
touchdown pass which beat the Chicago Bears. 


The veteran quarterback of the Minnesota Vikings called the 


play at the line instead of calling a huddle because he wanted 
to get off a play before the two-minute warning came from the 
officials. He was so successful, he caught the Bears with 10 men 
on the field and his pass sailed into a defenseless area with Jim 
Lash hauling in the ball for a 45-yard touchdown strike. 


Tarkenton's throw gave the Vikings a 10-7 lead and though 


the Bears came within one point at 10-9 when they later caught 
Tarkenton in the end-zone for a safety, they never could get 
ahead and the Vikings racked up their sixth win without a loss 
by a 13-9 count. 


"I called it at the line," Tarkenton said. "One man left to 


go out and in and the other right to go out and in. I looked 
to the right and there was nobody there so I threw it. 


"Somebody was running off the field and I wanted to get in 


the play before the automatic time out. I was surprised. I didn't 
count on somebody not being there." 


What happened, Bears' Coach Jack Pardee said, was an 


injury to defensive back Allan Ellis which neither the Bears 
nor officials saw. 


"As a result, the officials did not stop the action to get the 


injured man off the field," Pardee said, "and we got our 
replacement on the field too late to get into position." 


Lash said he went "10 yards out and in and somebody didn't 


show. When I saw that, I felt good. It was just like playing 
catch." 


Lash was 15 yards beyond the Bears' defense when the ball 


floated into his hands. He could have crawled the rest of the 
way for the touchdown. 


Vikings' Coach Bud Grant declared: "We made our mistake 


and gave a touchdown and then they gave it back to us. They 
did a heck of a job." 


The Bears' only touchdown resulted from a Minnesota 


fumble by Chuck Foreman, which Craig demons recovered for 
the Bears on the Vikings' 16. On the third play, Mike Adamle 
ran 14 yards for the touchdown and a 7-0 Bears' lead, which 
provided almost a big enough lift to carry them to victory- 


"We started moving the ball then," Bears' defensive captain 


Doug Buffone said, "and we almost got another one. 


"They got one mistake on our part and got ahead and then 


they can hold you off. Tarkenton's real sharp. He knows his 
defenses and knows his game." 


Two field goals by Fred Cox, of 52 and 46 yards, also were 


decisive. 


"Cox got it up in the prevailing wind going one way," Grant 


said, "and it went through. I think 52 yards is as long as he's 
kicked this year, but he's nine-for-nine, the most consistent 
kicker in football." 


Grant said he was unconcerned when the Bears pulled within 


a point on the safety because "we're still ahead. The pressure 
was on them, not on us, and that's the way we like it. 


"I'm glad we're through playing them. The Bears aere one 


play away from beating us and that's about as close as you can 
get. One play could be almost anything." 


Buffone said the Bears also got a boost when they caught 


Tarkenton in the endzone. 


"He's hard to get anyway," Buffone said. "He's unbelievable. 


In his scrambling it seems like he falls in a hole and there he 
is up and running. It's fantastic to get him down at all and 
it's a great job let alone getting two points. When we were one 
point behind and they've got to kick to us, we'd be in good field 
position and I thought we'd make our move then. But we 
didn't." 


Pardee declared the wind was a major factor in the game, 


taking away the passing in alternate quarters 


"If you have to rely on going back and passing, and blocking 


and have that long protection holding up, you're going to be 
in trouble," he said. "I felt all we had to do is get one drive 
going running and we'd win the ball game anyway. If you get 
one going, it takes six or seven minutes and that's what we 
needed. 


"One fewer misake could have won it for us. It was the best 


60-mmute game we've played," he said. 


It was the fourth straight loss for the Bears and gave them 


a 1-5 record for the season compared to 6-0 for Minnesota, one 
of the two teams still undefeated in the National Football 
League.

Georges Carpentier Is Dead at 81 


PARIS, Oct. 28 (UPI) — Georges Carpentier, the French 


heavyweight who belted Jack Dempsey into the ropes in their 
historic bout in 1921 but was knocked out two rounds later, died 
Monday night following a heart attack. He was 81. 


Carpentier and the late Marcel Cerdan were the two most 


popular French boxers in history Carpentier, like Dempsey, 
retired to open a restaurant club—in his case, near the Avenue 
des Champs-Elysees. 


His daughter Jacqueline said, "He had showed no sign of 


being ill. In fact he seemed to be in marvelous health. He had 
spent a perfectly normal day His death was unbelievably 
sudden." 


Carpentier's death came at a time when his old friend and 


adversary, Dempsey, has himself been ailing in New York. In 
their July 2, 1921 fight in Jersey City, Carpentier was a year 
older than Dempsey and 26 pounds lighter 


Carpentier, the dapper "Orchid Man" who captured the 


hearts of society ladies and made fighters acceptable to the 
"400," faced Dempsey, the "Manassa Mauler," at Boyles 
Thirty Acres on July 2, 1921 in a masterful promotion job that 
drew over 90,000 spectators and boxing's first million dollar 
gate. 


"I was convinced I could beat him," Carpentier once said. 


"I was sure I could knock out anybody who came at me, and 
I knew he'd come at me because he was a close-quarter fighter. 
I hit him on the chin with my hardest right in the second round. 
The punch staggered him, but the bell rang 20 seconds later 


"Jack came out fresh for the third round. He came out like 


a tiger. And he began hitting me with the hardest punches any 
human ever threw. Nobody ever could hit like Dempsey that 
day. And he was shaking off my punches as if I was patting 
him with my open hand. He was toughest man I ever saw. Well, 
he knocked me out in the fourth." 


Carpentier broke his thumb with the punch that sent 


Dempsey glassy-eyed into the ropes and it was that that ended 
his hopes of winning the world title. 


There was no transatlantic radio in those days but the news 


was cabled to Paris. It had been prearranged that a red rocket 
fired over the French capital would signal victory and a green 
rocket, defeat. The rocket glared green and a million 
Frenchmen moaned 


Carpentier was born Jan. 12, 1894 at Lievin-les-Lens in 


northern France 
He began boxing at 14, was European 


welterweight champion at 17 and European heavyweight titlist 
at 19. 


During the first World War he served as a lieutenant in the 


French air force. 


In Carpentier's first American fight he knocked out Battling 


Levinsky in four rounds Oct. 12, 1920, winning the world light 
heavyweight title. 


The first crown he wore was the French welterweight title 


which he won in June 1911 on a 16th round kayo. Four months 
later he went to London to take the European Welterweight 
title. 


Carpentier soon started to have weight troubles, however, 


and moved up a grade to take a crack at the European 
middleweight crown. He won it with an llth round knockout 
over Jim Sullivan in Monte Carlo, Feb, 12, 1912. 


As he grew up, Georges (also called Gorgeous Georges) 


became more handsome and, of course, heavier. He outgrew the 
middleweight class by 1913 and at the age of 19 was settled 
around 180 pounds, the weight at which he stayed until he 
retired. 


Carpentier took his next crown by knocking out Billy Wells 


at Ghent, Belgium in June 1913 to succeed to the European 
heavyweight title. 


This was the golden period of Carpentier'e career. Before the 


first World War broke out he had the attributes of youth 
stamina and ambition and was virtually unbeatable in Europe. 
He served as a soldier with the French army during the war 
and shortly after fighting ceased, he signed for the world light

A New Era 


For Philly Five

Everything about the Philadelphia 76ers seems to be 


different this year—like sellout crowds, beating the Los 
Angeles Lakers on the Sixers' home court, and George 
McGinnis. 


"The team was so ready to play and so involved in the 


game," said Philadelphia Coach Gene Shue after his team 
beat the Lakers 117-104 in the only NBA game played 
Monday night. 


The crowd of 18,020 was the largest in 76ers' history and 


their first sellout since 1972, the year Philadelphia won only 
nine games all season. 


The victory marked the first time the Sixers beat the 


Lakers in Philadelphia since 1969 and Shue believes all of 
this may have something to do with McGinnis. 


"George is a factor no matter how well he is shooting," 


Shue said. "He creates opportunities for other players." 


McGinnis, who spent last season with the ABA's Indiana 


Pacers and came to Philadelphia after a legal fight between 
the Sixers and the New York Knicks, scored 19 points, 
hauled down 19 rebounds, had seven assists, four steals and 
blocked two shots. 


"George lets his presence be felt," Shue said. 
The fans must have felt McGinnis' presence because he 


was given a standing ovation when he was introduced before 
the game. 


"That reception was unbelievable," McGinnis said. "The 


crowd played a big part in our victory." 


McGinnis got help from teammates Doug Collins, who 


scored 22 points, and Fred Carter who scored 20. 


Cazzie Russell led the Lakers with 24 points and Kareem 


Abdul-Jabbar added 23 for the losers. 


The Lakers (1-1) led 37-26 at one point in the second 


quarter but Philadelphia (2-0) then outscored Los Angeles 
20-4 to take a 46-39 lead with 4:41 left in the half.

heavyweight title with Levinsky. Carpentier followd that 
victory with the Dempsey bout and, though he showed and 
panache most vividly in that fight, it marked the beginning of 
the end of his career. 


He lost his lightheavy title to Senegalese Battling Siki in 


Sept. 1924, two months after he met Gene Tunney, Dempsey's 
eventual conqueror, in New York. Tunney won by a 15th round 
kayo. 


Carpentier retired in 1926 at the age of 32 with a career record 


of 106 fights: 92 victories including 51 knockouts, and 14 
defeats. 


His first marriage, to Georgette Elsasser; in 1920, ended in 


divorce. They had one daughter, Jacqueline. Carpentier mar- 
ried Huguette Massis in 1956. 


Carpentier appeared in French film and music-hall produc- 


tions and was a friend of the Prince of Wales (later the Duke 
of Windsor) and such renowned performers as Mistinguett and 
Maurice Chevalier. 


He won the French Military Medal in the first war and was 


made a member of the Legion of Honor for his contribution to 
sports, eventually becoming an officer of the order in 1972. 


He was elected to the Boxing Hall of Fame in 1964. 


Maddox Sues NYC 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New York City, which already has 


more than its share of financial troubles, is being asked by 
New York Yankee outfielder Elliott Maddox to pay out $1 
million for a knee injury he suffered in a game at Shea 
Stadium. 


Maddox has filed a claim with the Comptroller's office for 


the money, along with $100,000 for his wife, on grounds he 
was hurt during a game with the Chicago White Sox last 
June 13 because of inadequate drainage in the city-owned 
stadium's outfield. 


Papers filed by the 26-year-old centerfielder charge his 


injury "was caused solely and exclusively by the negligence 
of the City of New York and others in the design, construc- 
tion, operation, maintenance and upkeep of said outfield in 
that it does not have adequate drainage or runoff of 
rainwater or in failing to remove rainwater." 


The claim said that "at approximately 10:45 p.m." last 


June 13, Maddox "sustained serious injuries to his right 
knee, consisting of torn medial collateral ligament and 
other injuries the full extent of which are not yet known." 


The injury, sustained after Maddox had made a throw, 


sidelined him for the rest of the season and led to surgery. 


A spokesman for Comptroller Harrison J. Goldin said the 


claim, which was filed July 22 but became known only 
today, "is in the processing pipeline" and that a decision 
will be made whether to offer a settlement or contest it in 
court. 


The spokesman said he could not recall a previous claim 


by an athlete for injuries suffered at a city-owned facility.

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Carlton Fisk: Truly An Unusual Individual 


The big game seasons are under way in New York State, with 


hunters already in the woods in the Northern Zone and the 
biggie for Southern (Ulster) deerslayers set to kick off Nov. 17 
and run through Dec.9. 


The 1975-76 bear and deer schedule are as involved as old 


time railroad schedules. In the Northern Zone, which includes 
the Adirondacks, the special archery season opened on Oct. 2 
and was completed Oct. 24. The regular season for deer got 
under way Saturday and ends on Dec. 2. 


Big Bruin became fair game in the Northern Hector from 


Sept. 13 to Oct. 10, with a special archery season running 
from Oct. 25 through Dec. 2. 


The special archery season (with Sunday hunting al- 


lowed) opened in the Southern Zone (which includes Ulster 
and contiguous countiesS Oct. 15 and runs through Nov. 16. 
Another is slated Dec. 10 through Dec. 14. 


The regular deer eason for the Southern Zone runs from 


Nov. 17 through Dec. 9. A Westchester County season "long 
bow only, deer of either sex) opens Nov. 3 and ends on Dec. 
2. 


Bear season coincides with the deer season, except for the 


archery season which dates are the same as for deer. The 
regular deer season ends in Albany and Cattaraugus 
Counties on Dec. 16 with no Sunday hunting allowed. 


_ The big game hours are from sunrise to sunset and the bag 
limit is one deer per person, by gun or long bow in each calendar 
year. Bear cubs cannot be taken in the Southern Zone. 


Any hunter taking or finding a deer or bear carrying an ear 


tag'marked. "Reward, Bureau of Game, NYS Conservation 
Dept., Albany, N.Y. 12226 or "Reward, Bureau of Wildlife, 
Dept. of Environmental Conservation, Albany, n.Y. 12201 or 
12233 is eligible for a $10 reward (deer) and $25 reward (bear) 
provided he supplies the tag along with the lower jaw of the 
deer or skull of the bear and reports the place and date taken. 


Call the toll-free number (1-800-342-9832) and further in- 


structions will be provided or turn it in at a deer check station. 


Many people are appalled at the idea of inexperienced 


hunters trying to fell deer or bear with bow and arrow. 


"There ought to be a law against some of these buys," 


says a veteran Woodstock deerslayer. "Have you ever seen 
these fellows perform at the turkey shoot or in competition? 
They'e a joke and yet they march out into the woods to try 
to bring down a bear or deer with bow and arrow." 


Another successful longbow hunter wondered if people 


know what it means to track a stricken bear from twilight 
into darkness. "It's pretty scary," he said. The obvious 
reaction: If he had downed the bear the first time he 
wouldn't have to stalk him in the dark woods to complete 
the kill. 
, 
Here are some interesting facts on big game hunting in New 


York State: 


There are more than 650,000 big game hunters in New York 


State and their license fees contributed more than S3 million 
to wildlife conservation during 1974. 


A conservative estimate of the annual expenses of New York 


big game hunters exceeds $100,000,000. 


Although New York now has more than 90,000 big game 


archers, their success rate in taking deer is about 1 in 28 
archers. 


New York's deer herd has increased from population low 


around 1890, which was located mainly in the Central Adiron- 
dacks to over 440,000 animals today. This increase has resulted 
from improved deer management and from massive farm land 
abandonment since 1900, increasing suitable deer range from 
less than 20 percent of New York to more than 70 percent 
(32,000 sq. Miles) today. 


Did you know that: 
One of every 3 deer dies each year in New York. Hunting 


accounts for less than half of these deaths—the remainder 
are from car collisions, dogs, accidents, disease and 
malnutrition. 


A record number of deer were taken during New York's 


1974 deer season —over 103,000. 


New York's largest deer rack, from an Allegheny County 


buck taken in 1939 by Roosevelt Luckey, scored 198% inches 
Boone and Crockett, with 16 Antler points. 


Deer require 4 pounds of browse a day for winter survival. 


Good deer range may produce over 100 Ib. of browse per acre 
each year, but poor range such as the central Adirondacks 
may produce less than 25 pounds an acre. 


Deep snow for long periods can result in serious deer 


starvation. Low-growing browse is covered, food supplies 
outside deer wintering areas are not used, and the energy 
required to obtain food is greater than the available food 
provides. 


Serious deer starvation occurs in the central Adirondacks if 


the ground is covered: 


1) With 15 inches accumulated snow for 60-plus days (critical 


to fawns). 


2) With 20 inches accumulated snow for 50-plus days (critical 


to adults). 


The Central Adirondacks is the best area in the state for 


record deer head. Only 35 percent of bucks are taken in that 
area because of inaccessibility. There are a number of older, 
trophy-antlered bucks prowling those mountains 


New York's black bear populations occupy three separate 


ranges: an Adirondack range containing approximately 
3,50(1 animals; a Catskill range with about 300 animals and 
a third range in the Allegany foothills, with approximately 
50 animals.

NEW YORK (UPI) - In poker, the winners make jokes and 


the losers say, deal, and it isn't that much different in 
something like the World Series where the winners ride off 
happily into the golden sunset and the losers walk back home 
alone, hoping for another chance to change it all around next 
year. 


Whether there ever is such a chance or not for him when they 


play the World Series again a year from now, I feel mos't 
strongly the books shouldn't be closed without someth;->? being 
said about one of the losers in this one.

He happened to be a member of the losing team, but Carlton 


Fisk of the Boston Red Sox is anything but a loser. 


Watch him perform sometimes and you'll see immediately 


he's a natural born winner. His catching counterpart with the 
Cincinnati Reds, Johnny Bench, said that during the Series. 


Carlton Fisk didn't lose a thing in the World Series. If 


anything, he won over everybody, supporters and critics alike, 
by the way he handled himself in competition and by the way 
he handled himself in his relationships with other people. 


One of the things that impresses me most about Carlton Fisk 


is his naturalness. He's as straight out and ingenuous as his 
nickname, "Pudge." He doesn't put on. That in itself makes 
him unusual. 


Something else that impresses me about the big Vermont- 


born catcher is the way he always manages to find time for 
everybody. 


He doesn't brush people off. 
Most ballplayers get to know the so-called bigger, bet- 


terknown names among those in the media, and they auto- 
matically show them preference by giving them more of their 
time and attention, but Carlton Fisk gave EVERYONE he 
possibly could his time during the series. Never once did I see 
him mentally checking out the circulation of any reporter's 
newspaper who was questioning him. He treated them all alike, 
and that went for all the other media people as well. 


Some ballplayers would've had taken a quick hike or did in 


the trainer's room if they had been in Carlton Fisk's place after 
the third game. That was the one in which he uncorked a bad 
throw on Ed Armbrister's controversial 10th inning bunt, and 
the Reds won the ball game. 


Fisk didn't hide anywhere. He answered all the questions put 


to him, some at least a half dozen times. He wasn't happy, but 
he was a man about it. He didn't take out his despair on any 
of his interviewers. 


He didn't gloat or hot dog it either when he could have so 


easily after his 12th inning homer won it for the Red Sox and 
tied the Series at three-all in what may well have been the most 
exciting World 'Series' contest of alf time. 


There was an ugly bruise near hi.« right shoulder and he was 


so weary, he could ve used a chair to sit down after that one,. 
but he stood right where a number of newsmen had encircled 
him in the Red Sox clubhouse and answered every last one of 
their questions until well past one o'clock in the morning 


Most everybody is aware of the fact Carlton Fisk had his knee 


all torn up when Cleveland's Leron Lee ran into him at home 
plate on June 28 last year and that he was out for the remainder 
of that season. Likewise, thev're aware his arm was broken this 
past Spring and when he did come back near the end of June, 
he was forced out again with a split finger. What people don't 
know is that emytime the weather turns damp or it rams. 
Carlton Fisk feels it, he goes through some agon>, but he 
doesn't make a big thing about it 


Near the end of the Series, I spoke with one ot the physicians 


who assisted Dr James Mallcn in the surgery performed on 
Carlton Fisk's knee, his name was Dr Anthotn DeFeo and he 
told me that when the Boston catcher first was brought to the

Nine inmates who seized three 
hostages and barricaded them- 
selves in the Oklahoma State 
Reformatory kitchen today re- 
leased one of their captives 
because he was reported suf- 
fering from a heart ailment. 


A spokesman said the 


hostage, Leonard S. Summers, 
was taken to the prison in- 
firmary 'for observation. The 


53-year-old guard had com- 
plained of chest discomfort 
shortly before his release. 


The inmates, complaining 


about the loss of Christmas 
package privileges in the pris- 
on, occupied the kitchen late 
Monday, presumably armed 
with knives from the butcher 
shop, and seized three super- 
visors as hostages. 


Rep. David Riggs (U-Tulsa) 


chairman of the House Public 
Safety and Penal Affairs Com- 
mittee and author of numerous 
penal reform bills, talked by 
telephone with one of the nine 
inmates before dawn and said 
he was optimistic the confron- 
tation would be settled peace- 


fully. 
, . . 
Riggs said prison officials 


now were awaiting a response 
from the prisoners. 


"I cannot comment about it 


until at least this confronta- 
tion is resolved," Riggs said 
about the 75-minute conversa- 
tion. "At this point I feel the 
people involved are making 
every effort to be reasonable." 


Riggs said he was referring to 


both the inmates and the pris- 
on officials. 


Shortly after the takeover, 


state Corrections Director Dr. 


Ned Benton had said there 
would be no amnesty for the 
rebellious convicts and warned 
that force would be used if 
necessary to free the captives. 


A spokesman for Gov, David 


Boren, however, said prison 
officials were awaiting the 
inmate's response to Riggs' 
conversation before deciding 
on a course of action.

Another Test Blast In Nevada 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev. 


(UPI) 
— An underground nu- 


clear blast, apparently the 
strongest 
in several years, 


swayed buildings 100 miles 
away in Las Vegas today and 
was felt 300 miles away in Los 
Angeles and Sacramento, 
Calif. 


"It was really noticeable, 


said one long-time observer in 
Las Vegas. "It was stronger 
than I had felt in sometime." 


The nuclear weapon, code 


named "Kasseri," was 
touched off at 9:30 a.m. EST 
4,150 feet below the surface of 
the Nevada Test Site. The 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Admnistration said in 
advance it would have a yield 
of between 200 kilotons and 
one megaton. A megaton is the 
equivalent of one millions tons 
of TNT. enough to fill a large 
baseball stadium. 


Initial reports said no radi- 


ation 
leaked into the at- 


mosphere. 


A bartender at the ancient 


Exchange Club in Beatty, 30 
miles from ground zero, said 
the blast shook the adobe 
building. The building wa» 
evacuated before the test as 
were half a dozen mines in the 
area. 


The 
shock 
of the 
test 


reached Las Vegas about one 
minute later and was felt no- 
ticeably a few seconds later in 
Sacramento and Los Angeles. 


Las Vegas observers said the 


blast caused a distinct back 


and forth jerking sensation. 
Chandeliers swayed back and 
forth for nearly one minute 
and clothes and power lines 
whipped noticeably. 


Workers on high-rise build- 


ings in Las Vegas were warned 
in advance not to be in pre- 
carious positions when the 
blast went oft'. 


"Kasseri" was the 13th an- 


nounced nuclear test by the 
United State this year and the 
second in less than a week. A 
Department of Defense test 
was set off last week.

MONASTEREVIN, Ireland 


(UPI) - The kidnapers of 
Dutch businessman Tiede 


• Herrema have hung a string of 


explosives around his neck, it 
was reported today. 


A self-proclaimed Irish guer- 


rilla, a blanket over his head to 
avoid identification, told a tel- 
evision interviewer Monday he 
was a member of a seven- 
member gang that kidnaped 
Herrema. 


Two kidnapers — Eddie 


Gallagher, 27, and Marian 
Coyle, 19 — are holding the 
hostage in an upstairs 
bedroom of a two-story apart- 
ment building in the town of 
Monasterevin. 


"They have six or seven 


sticks of gelignite and Marian 
Coyle is responsible for placing 
them round Herrema's neck," 
the unidentified man told the 
Dutch television station 
Aktua.

Herbert Cutler, chairman of 


the Kingston Historic Land- 
marks Preservation Com- 
mission, says the commission 
has joined with Friends of His- 
toric Kingston in criticizing 
the ambiguity of the city hall 
question on the ballot next 
week.

How 
often does any city receive 
such a windfall? To let it slip 
through our fingers would be 
disasterous," he said. 


•The question states that the 


building would be renovated 
as a "landmarks preservation 
site" which is true to a degree, 
but the aim is to restore it as 
an income producing property 
for the city and not as a useless 
monument.

U.S. Trade Balance 
Shows Another Plus 


WASHINGTON 
(UK) - 


Despite an increase in oil and 
sugar imports, the U.S. bal- 
ance of trade figures registered 
their eighth consecutive 
monthly increase in Septem- 
ber, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said today. 


The department said, how- 


ever, that the $976 million 
surplus last month was $59 
million below August 


The trade figures for the first 


nine months of 1975 showed a 
surplus of $8.4 billion. 


Commerce said oil imports 


— in the last month before the 
10 per cent world price in- 
crease — rose $329 million. 
Sugar imports increased $144 
million, apparently because of 
storm damage to U.S. sugar 
plantations. 


Partially offsetting the rise 


in oil and sugar imports was a 
$326 million decline in imports 


of cars, trucks 'and other trans- 
port equipment. 


All imports in September 


totaled $8.2 billion, up 2.9 per 
cent from August. Total ex- 
ports increased only 1.9 per 
cent to $9.2 billion. 


Commerce said $112 million 


in wheat exports were the 
primary contributor 
to the 


monthly increase. 


The balance of trade meas- 


ures the value of goods traded 
between the United States and 
other nations. During periods 
of surplus, the dollar improves 
on international currency mar- 
kets and inflationary pressures 
are eased within the United 
States. 


The eight months of surplus 


this year have contributed to a 
moderation in inflation, com- 
pared to double digit rates last 
year when the United States 
was running a $1.8 billion 
trade deficit.

'Banks, Employes Must Take Lumps' 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 


Federal 
Reserve 
Chairman 


Arthur Burns is proposing that 
New York City banks and mu- 
nicipal employes take some 
lumps as the price for federal 
help to avert the city's default. 


Burns' proposal introduced a 


new element in congressional 
negotiations over how to 
rescue the city without reward- 
ing those within it who are 
often seen as the villains of 
New York's financial troubles. 


Decisions are expected this 


week in the House and Senate 
committees that have been 
considering whether Washing- 
ton should come to New York's 
rescue with a federal guaran- 
tee of multibillion-dollar loans 
to the city. 


Both panels are expected to 


submit 
legislation 
forward. 


But opposition is strong in 
both c h a m b e r s , and a 
filibuster looms in the Senate. 


Treasury Secretary William 


Simon, who has argued New 
York City's default, while "aw- 


ful," would be preferable to 
federal help, was to offer his 
latest views today before a 
House banking subcommittee. 


The city owes $12.3 billion. 


Since March it has been un- 
able to sell bonds to repay 
debts. 


Default on debts could occur 


in early December. No one 
knows whether the city then 
could meet day-to-day police, 
fire, sanitation, health, welfare 
and education expenses.
